H E Text contains a ſhort De- 
3b ſcription of the melancholy Con- 
dition of a deceaſed Prophet's Wi- 
dow and Family, and ſhews the 
compaſſionate Temper of a great 
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mar ro "Man of God, Eliſha. The poor 


Widow reduced to the lat Extremity, and hav- 
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ing been a Witneſs to the Piety and Virtue of 
her Husband, very pathetically repreſents the 
Diſtreſs, which ſhe and her Children labour'd 
under, and urges an Argument moſt preyailing 
ſu rely with a good Man for obtaining his Aſſi- 
ſtance; ſaying, Thou knoweſt that thy Servant 
did fear the Lord, ver. 1. And the quick and 
expreſſive Anſwer of the Prophet at ver. 2. 
What ſball J do for thee ? ſufficiently teaches. 
us, what tender Sentiments of Compaſſion did 
ariſe in Eliſba's Breaſt, when he viewed the ſad 
Condition of the Relics of the pious Perſon gone 
before him, whoſe Uſefulneſs and Worth he was 
conſcious of | 

If we take the Words before us. in 1 this gene- 
ral View, without having particular Regard to 
the extraordinary Office of Eliſha, or to the mi- 
raculous Circumſtances which attended that Wi- 
dows Relief: — If we conſider the Argument 
made uſe of to recommend thoſe Objects, and 
the Effect it immediately had on Eliſba; ſome 
uſeful Leſſons not improper for our preſent Me- 
ditation may hence be drawn. 
For on the one hand here is a ſtrong Incite- 
ment to a well-diſpoſed Mind to perſevere in a 
Courſe of Virtue, 7. e. of fearing the Lord, from 
its being intimated, that ſuch a Conduct may 
probably be a Means of deriving a Bleſſing on 
his Name at leaſt, and on his Poſterity, if not on 
| himſelf; 
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himſelf: And on the other hand we may be all 
taught, by the great Prophet's Example, to uſe 
our beſt Endeayours, that ſuch a Plea ſhall not be 
in vain; but that they, who can truly fay of the 
_ departed, Thou knoweſt that thy Servant did fear 

the Lord, ſhould by every one of us be with 
Humanity replied unto, What ſball I do for thee ? 

Although for divers good Reaſons God Al 
mighty does permit thoſe who fear him to be in 
ſome Caſes diſtreſſed ; yet, as his general Provi- 
dence tends to their Support, particular Inſtances 
of Calamity ſupply no better Reaſon for fainting 
in the Day of Diſtreſs, than the Permiſſion of 
Sin, which Men commit thro' an Abuſe of Li- 
berty, will juſtify any one in ſuppoſing that it zs 
not the Will of our heavenly Father, that we 
ſhould endeavour to * Reset even as he it 
perfect. 

And how bad Geek a good Man- s own Cir- 
cumſtances may prove; yet the Proſpect of de- 
riving a Bleſſing on thoſe he leaves behind him, 
ſhould afford a powerful Incitement to Perſeve- 
rance. For if eyen the wicked, who haye caſt 
off all Fear of God, and Regard to Man (as they 
immediately affect themſelves) have yet often 
been reſtrained from Acts of Cruelty and Injuſtice, 
by an Apprehenſion that their Children will be 
viſited for their Iniquity; ſhall not the Spirit of 
a good Man ſuſtain his Infirmity, or his Calamity, 

** and 
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and enable him patiently to continue in well- 
doing; when he confiders not only that the 
Evils he may endure, will be abundantly recom- 
penſed to himſelf in a better State, but that his 
meek- ſuffering will probably derive a Bleſſing 
on his Poſterity from the divine Goodneſs,—from 
every true Chriſtian, — yea, even from Enemies. 


For ſurely the moſt obdurate Heart muſt melt, 


when the Object of its Malevolence is removed. 
It muſt endeayour to atone for the Spleen and 
Thwarts, thrown out againft the Parent, by ex- 
preſſing Tenderneſs towards the fatherleſs Infants. 


And indeed the divine Providence has been found 


fo frequently to juſtify ſuch ExpeRations, as to 


afford Matter of Obſervation, and of Comfort to 


wiſe and pious Men both in the Jewiſh and 
Chriſtian Church, and even among Heathens, 

But however this World may be occaſionally 
governed, — whatever Changes and Chances of 


this mortal Life are permitted to befal the beſt 
Mien, or their Poſterity therein; yet are the 


Rules of our Duty mtirely uniform: and there- 
fore tho' the Obſervations, which T refer to, are 
not univerſally verified, this affords no Excuſe to 
us, for not endeayouring to make them as general 
us We can. | | 

If we confider then in one View the Founda- 
tion of the Widow's Hope, and our Duty im- 


plied 
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plied in Eliſba's Words, we may be furniſhed 
with Arguments to juſtify a good Man in his Ex- 


pedctations, and with Motiyes to us to anſwer 


them: Drawn, 


1, From the natural Tendeney of den a Man's 
Conduct. 


2. From the Promiſes. 
3. From the expreſs Commands of God. 


After having ſpoken briefly to theſe Particu-/ 
lars, 'T' ſhall make an Babies to the Preſent 
Occaſion. 


1. The Fear of God, taken in its largeſt Senſe, 
is that Apprehenſion of Eyil, which arifes in us 
on account of our having tranſgreſs'd, or our he- 


ing tempted to tranſgreſs the Law of God; whe- 
ther it relates more immediately to the Duties 
payable to God, or to thoſe which we owe to 


our Neighbour, or to ourſelyes, enjoined by the 
fame Divine Authority. 

In the former of theſe Senſes, I am not to con- 
ſider this Fear as ſuppoſing the Perſon, whoſe 
Character is referred to, to have been accuſtom'd: 
to that Fear, which prevents at leaſt an habitual 
Commiſſion of Sin: and if we take it in this 
Senſe, he who is influenc'd thereby, will have 
his Mind filled with Complacency and Satisfaction 
in all Diſpenſations, at the ſame time that he 
ſteadily perſeveres under a Conviction, that the 
great Governor of the World ordained, that 
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Virtue ſhould in the regular Courſe of Nature 
by him conſtituted, produce the beſt Effects: 
And that, whilſt all Virtues conſpire to finiſh the 
Harmony of Human Life, each ſhould afford its 
peculiar and diſtinct Benefit. 

For 1. As Piety towards Almighty God is the ; 
moſt immediate Duty we can pay to him, and £ 
by paying it in Prayer, and by entertaining in 3 

our Minds an, habitual awful Senſe of the Su- 
preme Being, we may prove our being ſenſible, 
that Acceſs to the Almighty! is the greateſt of 
Bleſſings; fo does ſuch Conduct naturally tend to 
obtain his Favour, becauſe, the ſame God, who 
is. jealous of being robbed of his Honour, and 
ordains, that they who deſpiſe him and his Wor- F 
ſhip ſhall be lightly eſteemed, does likewiſe in 4 
the common e ef bie Providence vouchſafe, 4 
that they who honour him ſhall be honoured and nl 
bleſſed. And, I believe, the Obſervation of the ? 
Roman Orator, * with Regard to his Country 
(which worſhip'd falſe Gods) may be more pro- 
perly applied to private Chriſtians in divers In- 
ſtances. — Their Succeſs has not been owing ſo

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much to human Art, as to a Bleſſing on Devotion. 
When then Precept and Example do together join 
in recommending to Vouth this firſt Duty; that 
Simplicity of Manners and humble Confidence 
in God muſt neceſſarily influence the whole Fa- 
mily, by which Children in Age, and all Chriſtians 
thro Grace, become peculiarly qu . for the 
Bleſſings of Heaven. 

2. And as the Fear of God, which promotes 
Juſtice between Man and Man, has a neceſ- 
ſary Connection with Piety, is kept up by the 
Spirit of it, and would probably be. loſt, if 
Piety were to fail: As theſe are the two great 
Commandments, on which hang all the Law and 
the Prophets; and as the favour of God Al- 
mighty, and to be ſure of our Fellow Creatures, 
muſt in many Inſtances depend upon the Regard 
we pay to thoſe Relations which we ſtand 'in in 
the World; the fear of God therefore, which ex- 
preſſes itſelf in Acts of Juſtice to our N eighbour, 
will probably derive a Bleſſing on you and yours. 
As God Almighty has a Right to the whole of 
our Duty, and his Power of rewarding or pu- 
niſning extends beyond the Grave; we can form 
but very uncertain Concluſions as to. his Favour 
towards particular Perſons, by the Things which 
are before us, howeyer we may as to Societies, 
which as ſuch, are only of temporary Continu- 
ance, But ſurcly o our Fellow Creatures muſt 

and 
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and will rejoice at, and promote thoſe good Qua: 


lities, the Influence of Which they daily feel, 


when thoſe Precepts are inſtilld, and thoſe Adti- 
ons excite Emulation, by which alone (under 
God's Bleſſing) the Comfort and Quiet of human 
Life is to be fapponed, Wicked as the World 
is, Virtue is held in honour. An unjuſt Father 
or Maſter rarely chooſes to ſee thoſe about him 
like himſelf He cannot but applaud thoſe Vir- 
tues, which Knayery or other inveterate Habits 
ſink him beneath. . 
3. In like manner the paying a due Regard to 
the Dignity of human Nature in the Conduct of 
ourſel ves the exerciſing our Minds and Bodies in 
| ſuch a manner as to invigorate and improve them 
and the cautious avoiding thoſe Vices and Mean- 
neſſes which debaſe us as Men, do not only pro- 
cure Tranquillity of Mind, ard Health of Body, 
but alſo tend to draw down the Bleſſing of Gol! 
and good-will of Mankind. Indulgence in ſen- 
fual Pleaſure may for a while amuſe or heat our 
Paſſions, and a little Succeſs in the Arts of Poli- 
cy encourage the Children of this World ; yet 
the one of theſe ends in deteſting Mens ſelves, 
and thoſe who have gone with them to the ſame 
exceſs of Riot; the other ends in Remorſe of Con- 
ſcience, the Hatred of N eighbours, and frequent- 
ly in ſubmitting to Puniſhment deſerved for Sin 
found out. Whereas he who ſtudiouſly avoids 


Debauchery 
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Debauchery and Craft, conſidering the one as an 
unmanly Subjection of Reaſon to Senſe, the other 
as an unworthy Application of his rational Pow- 
ers. He who can put on that Simplicity of 
Manners, with which Joſeph was adorned, when 
he refuſed to comply with the Sollicitations of 
his lewd Miſtreſs, dreading the Thought of of- 
fending his God, injuring his Maſter, or defiling 
himſelf, faying, How can I do this great Wicked- 
neſs, aud ſin againſt God? Gen. xxxix. 9g. who- 
ever (I fay) is poſſeſſed of ſuch an amiable Diſ- 
poſition, will not only thoroughly enjoy himſelf, 
but moreover, ordinarily ſpeaking, Whatſoever 
he taketh in hand, the Lord will make it proſper: 
vide Gen. xxxix. 23. And of him who doeth thus 
well unto himſelf, Men will ſpeak good. Vide 
Pſalm xlix. v. 18. 

II. That many Promiſes of God abound in the 
Old Teſtament to ſuch as feared God, and ex- 
preſſed ſuch their Fear in every Branch of Righ- 
teouſneſs, is obyious. He that honoureth me, ill 
T honour, ſaith the Lord. And if a Man's ways 
pleaſe the Lord, he maketh even his Enemies to 
be at Peace with him. And God grueth to a Man 
that is good in his Sight, Wiſdom, Knowledge, and 
J. It is true indeed, ſeyeral of the Promiſes 
were peculiar to the Jews, whoſe Law did there- 
fore abound more in Repreſentations of temporal 
good Things, becauſe the Doctrine of a future 
C _* State 
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State was not ſo clearly and univerſally known 
among them, as it may be to us Chriſtians. Still 
as on the one Hand, © the Fathers did not look 
4 only for tranſitory Promiſes, and © the Law 
had a ſpiritual Meaning couched under it;“ 
ſo on the other Hand, Chriſtians, to whom Life 
and Immortality is brought to Light moſt clearly, 
and whoſe Hope 1 is eſtabliſhed upon better Pro- 
miſes, may yet in common with thoſe of old 
Time, have an humble Confidence of receiving 
temporal good Things in due ſubordination : 


 Godlineſs having the Promiſe of the Life that 


now is, as well as of that which is to come. 
And altho' each Perſon is finally to be judged 

according to his own Behayiour, yet the Bleſſing 

of God on our beſt Endeavours may be promiſ- 


ed us on account of the good Deeds of our Pa- 


rents. The fame God, who will not impute the 
Righteouſneſs of a good Man to his iniquitous 


Children, may yet for the ſake of his Servant 


David, and of ſuch as imitate his Virtues, give 


. Proſperity unto deſcendents, who do not degene- 
rate. And he who viſits the Iniquities of the 


Fathers upon their Children unto the third and 
fourth Generation, will fhew Mercy unto thou- 


ſands in them who love him, and keep his Com- 


mandments. And that it is our Duty to contri- 


bute to make ſuch Promiſes apparently fulfilled, 
I obſerve,

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III. That we are by the expreſs Commands 
of God enjoined particularly to aſſiſt him who 
feareth the Lord. 

The Chriſtian Religion indeed enjoins a diffu- 
ſive Benevolence to all Men: Even if our Encmy 
hunger, we are commanded to feed him; if he 
thirſt, we are to give him Drink; but this by no 
Means prohibits our making a difference as to the 


Objects of our Regard, and our proportioning the 


Expreſſions of it to the various Relations in which 
we ſtand. When our bleſſed Saviour recommends 
the Chriſtian Perfection of loving Enemies, and the 
neceſſity of our excelling thoſe who lived under a 
leſs perfect Diſpenſation; he yet never condemns 
what was good in their Actions. We are to do 
more than the Publicans did. For if ye love them 
who love you, what Reward have you? do not 
even the Publicans the ſame ? But certainly it 


appears from hence, that as we are to ſuperadd 


to the Foundation of loving thoſe who have a claim 
to our Eſteem, we muſt firſt eſtabliſn that Foun- 
dation. The ſame Apoſtle who enjoins, As we 
have therefore Opportunity, let us do good unto all 
Men; adds, but eſpecially unto thoſe who are of 
the Houſhold of Faith. 

And our Lord did. plainly, both by Precept 
and Example, give the preference to thoſe who 
acted under a true religious Fear of God. For 


thus (not to mention divers other Inſtances) we 
1 find 


IL 
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| find him conſidering thoſe whom he repreſents as 


Brethren (becauſe they adhered to proper Prin- 
ciples) as himſelf, ſaying, Verily verily I ſay unto 


you, in as much as ye have dons it (i. e. Charity) 


unto the leaſt of theſe my Brethren, ye have done it 
unto me. And conſiſtently with this, we find 
him arguing with the * Syrophenician Woman. 


Buy his Action towards her, he exerted that uni- 


verſal Charity, which peculiarly diſtinguiſhes his 
holy Religion: But when he aſſigns for the 
Motive of that preſent Act, the Woman's ac- 
knowledging the Propriety of a Gradation in 
Kindneſles, and yet perſiſting in her Faith, as 


being aſſured that his diffuſive Benevolence would 


in due Proportion extend to all; he plainly ſhews 
by Precept and Example, that the truely faithful 


are entitled to our firſt and greateſt Regard, 


If the fearing of God in general does afford a 
ſufficient Motive for Preference to thoſe who live 
under it, it is as natural to conclude, that a ſuperi- 
or Regard will be had to ſuch as are by their ſa- 
cred Function inveſted with a relative Holineſs, We 
are aſſured that God Almighty elpecially guides 
with his watchful Proyidence the Biſhops and Pa- 
ſtors of his Flock; and the Generality of Mankind 
(corrupt as the Age may be repreſented) do ſtill 
pay ſome Reverence to Men who are mindful of 


their own Character: And as the very Character

itſelf 
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itſelf cannot but ſtrike an Awe on every ſerious 
Perſon inveſted with it, (and thereby render him 
compoſed in his religious Duties, benign and 
charitable to his Neighbour, and cautious of his 
own and of his Family's Conduct) ſo do many 


Promiſes and Commands of God aſſure us of 


Bleſſings on account of this relative Holineſs. 

The many Promiſes of God recorded inthe Book 
of Deuteronomy, and other Parts of the Old Teſta- 
ment, to the Prieſts under the Law, and the Com- 
mands to the People concerning them, and the Con- 
firmation both of Promiſes and Commands from our 
Lord and his Apoſtles under the Goſpel, do con- 
ſpire to prove, that he who miniſters in holy 
Things, is by his great God and Saviour thought 
worthy of eſpecial Care; and plainly ſhew, that it 
is a Duty incumbent on others not to forſake the 
Levite, nor to ſuffer the Deſcendents of the ſacred 
Tribe to beg their Bread. 

Indeed fo great was the Proportion allotted to 
the Jewiſh * Prieſts, that the chief Product of 
the Land was theirs: And when Chriſtia- 
nity was firſt taken under the Protection of 
the Civil Power, nay even before it was ſo 
faken, the Donations to the Church flowed in fo 
plentifully, that all the Miniſters of M might 
have been abundantly provided for. But later 
Experience proves, that great are the Difficulties

which 
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which moſt Men ſtruggle with, who attend on 
ſacred Things: That many who ſerve the Altar, 
cannot live of the Altar; much leſs can their 
Poſterity be made happy with what they leave 
behind them. And therefore it is an eſpecial Du- 


ty to do good to thoſe and their Deſcendents, who. 


have preached unto you, not themſelves, but 
Chriſt Jeſus the Lord; and have proved them- 
ſelves to be your Servants for Jeſus ſake. For 
how many are there who labour in the Vineyard, 

and yet enjoy little or none of the remaining 
Fruit of it? who accepting the decent Liberty of 
Marriage, reſtored by the Reformation, do yet 
ſubmit to the Depredations of that Reformation, 
which has granted the Clergy a Liberty, but de- 
prived many of the Power of providing for the 
Conſequences of it? And when we conſider the 
Expences of a liberal Education, and that 
it naturally inſtils into Men a Spirit, which 
makes them above doing any mean things, 
or applying to ſuch Offices for Gain as would de- 
grade their Profeſſion: When we conſider, that 
Hoſpitality is in ſome Degree expected from almoſt 


the loweſt of the Clergy, and that the Chriſtian 


Sentiments imbibed by them and theirs, do raiſe 
the tendereſt regard to the Poor, and prompt them 
to feed the Hungry, clothe the Naked, and 
heal the Sick; ſurely ſuch Reflections ſhould re- 
mind us of the indiſpenſible Duty of aſſiſting 


thoſe. 
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thoſe who thus fear the Lord, and have trained 
up their Families in his Nurture and Admonition, 
Eſpecially if we are fo juſt as to acknowledge, that 
in many Inſtances Families have been reduced, 
merely becauſe the good Man departed had an 
awful regard to his ſacred Office, and endeavour'd 
to ſuſtain the Character he was honour d and bleſ- 
ſed with in the Chriſtian Church, with a modeſt 
Dignity : Well obſerving how great an Influ- 
ence the general Behaviour of them who officiate, 
has, as to the Effects of the Office itſelf; and 
that if the Miniſter gives Offence in any thing, 
the Miniſtry will by too many be blamed. 

Great and noble Benefactions indeed have al- 
ready been applied to this Charity, and every 
true Lover of his Country, every Perſon of Hu- 
manity muſt gratefully acknowledge the Bounty, 
vouchſafed by a Succeſſion of munificent Princes, 
from the gracious Monarch who gave the Charter, 
to His preſent moſt ſacred Majeſty. 
And among theſe we cannot but particularly 
remember that moſt excellent Queen, “ who re- 
ſtored to the poorer Clergy her ſhare of that, 
which political Reformers had ravaged from them: 
Who eſteemed it her Bleſſing and her Glory to 
ſupport the Miniſters of that Communion, which 
in her Youth ſhe adhered to, under the ſtrongeſt 
Temptations to renounce it: Who conſtantly en- 
couraged and reyerenced them, when ſhe became

be Defender 
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Defender of the Faith; and in every Period of 
her Life proved herſelf to be, with reſpect to 
the CHURCH of ENGLAND, ALWAYS THE SAME. 

To theſe royal Encouragements moſt generous 
Additions haye been made from other Hands : 
Among whom we muſt diſtinguiſh a pious Lady, f 
whoſe Charity added a Luſtre to her noble Birth; 
who ſo happily blended the Greatneſs of Soul 
derived from her Anceſtors, with the Tenderneſs 
peculiar to her Sex, as to make them conſpire in 
promoting the Glory of God, and in relieving the 
Diſtreſſes of her Fellow - creatures, eſpecially of 
thoſe who attend on God's Altar. Altho' ſhe at- 
feed not the Splendour of a Court, ſhe could 


imitate the moſt ſhining Excellencies of thoſe il- 


luſtrious Princeſſes, who have ſucceſſively done 
the Honours of it; and could in the Shade of Re- 
tirement, copy thoſe great and good Qualities, 
which have adorned the Briti/þ Throne. 

Nor are the Kindneſſes of a * Society, or others 
of a more private Nature, by any means unworthy

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to be enrolled in the Lift of the royal and noble 
Benefactors. It has pleaſed God to raiſe up wor- 
thy Perſons, who, compaſſionating the Miſery of 
living Relicts, and having been intimately ac- 
quainted with the undiſſembled Piety, Integrity, 
and ſolid Learning of ſome of our Brethren (whoſe 
lender Circumſtances were the chief Cauſe of 
their not having appeared to great Advantage in 
the World) have choſe to be in ſome ſort their 
own Executors, and ſecretly rejoice in living to 
ſee thoſe generous Donations well applied, which 
they are aboye the Vanity of being taken notice 
of for. 

T muſt not here be more particular, becauſe it 
would be grieyous to offend ſuch Piety and Good- 
neſs, eſpecially as being attended with an invin- 
cible Modeſty, which while it heightens Merit, 
forbids the Commendation of it. 

Yet ſurely as a Member of this Society, I may 
expreſs a grateful Senſe of ſuch Charity, and 
humbly beſeech Almighty God to reward their 
venerable and hoary Heads ten thouſand fold 


with all Happineſs, while in this Life, and after 
a very mature and comfortable old Age, with 


the Glories of a better World. 

But as theſe various Acts of Generoſity do fall 
far ſhort of relieving all the Objects of Compaſ- 
ſion, may they prove powerful Incitements to 
good Deeds in others. And may you imitate thoſe 
ſhining Examples; That ſo when you hear of the 

ſorrowful Sighing of the Widow and of the Fa. 


D therleſs, 
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therleſs, you may be touch'd with the trueſt and 
deepeſt Concern, and be ready to do for them 
out of that Abundance, which Divine Provi- 
dence has bleſſed you with. 


Unto God the Father, God the Son, and 
God the Holy Ghoſt, be aſcribed all Ho-
